The Plight of European 


Protestants 


VANGELICALS DO exist in the 
Catholic Latin lands — those of 
the romance languages—and they have 
generally a tragic and instructive his- 
tory. So reports Howard Schomer in 
the Christian Century of last Novem- 
ber 8, after the Conference of Church- 
es in the Latin Countries of Europe 
held last September at Torre Pellice, 
the Waldensian stronghold in the 
Italian Alps. The major point of dis- 
cussion at the conference was the re- 
ligious situation in the represented 
countries, with particular attention to 
France, where at least 33 per cent of 
the population is completely outside 
the churches. This figure is even ad- 
mitted by responsible Roman Catholic 
sources. 


Protestants in Catholic countries to- 
day are caught between, black and red, 
reaction. One Italian speaker said, to 
the average Catholic in these lands his 
religion is nothing more than an as- 
sortment of cold shrines and tradi- 
tions, as in France, or the battle cry 
of the landlords’ and bosses’ parties 
as in Belgium, Italy and Spain. “It is 
therefore no coincidence in the judg- 
ment of most members of the Torre 
Pellice conference that in this half- 
century, totalitarian communism has 
tempted the Latins far more than oth- 
er Europeans.” French and Italian peo- 
ples since 1945 have several times vot- 
ed from 25 to 40 per cent Communist 
—"a phenomenon that has occurred 
nowhere else in Europe except when 
the Red army was occupying a country 
or camped on its margins,” said Mr. 
Schomer. In contrast, however, are the 
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Protestant countries of Holland, 
Switzerland, Great Britain, and even 
Germany, which have consistently re 
sisted any inherent attraction for Com- 
munism, although they have active 
Communist parties. “When the Vati- 
can thunders excommunication on all 
who vote Communist,” continues Re 
porter Schomer, “sincere seekers among 
the working classes are troubled in 
conscience. If many prudently bow be 
fore the decision of the Roman bishop 
who claims power to open and shut 
the gates of hell, others are scandal- 
ized by such crude intervention of the 
Church in politics,.and turn to Protes 
tantism for a purer interpretation of 
the Christian message.” Thus Latin 
Protestants are determined to uphold 
Christ and His gospel in their own 
countries by recreating the New Tes 
tament method of personal evangel- 
ism by witnessing on the job, in the 
market place, wherever contact with 
unbelievers occurs, rather than relying 
on mass meetings. 


A highlight of the historic confer 
ence was the following frank yet char 
itable address to Roman Catholics: 


“The members of the conference are 
convinced that the question of relig- 
ious freedom is by no means merely 4 
question of legal guarantees, but rath 
er one of spiritual attitude, conven 
tion and public morality. They fini 
that the attitude of Roman Catholia 
toward Protestants differs from place 
to place and from country to country. 
In certain countries, responsible ele 
ments are to be found among the Cath 
olic clergy who show themselves—i 
word and deed—to be in favor of com 
plete religious freedom. These dé 
nounce the use of the power of the 
state, or of any other social or ecok 
omic organization, to curb the liberty 
of other religious communities. They 
affirm that the certain possession ij 
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their church of the full truth is no 
reason for causing it to triumph by 
force. They believe that respect for 
the human personality is not incom- 
patible with their conviction that they 
possess the truth. 


“Over against these voices the mem- 
bers of the conference heard others, 
who have authority to speak, proclaim- 
ing that the Roman Catholic Church, 
as the sole depository of the truth, 
must claim the right to religious free- 
dom for herself alone and must insure 
that the state does not allow a legal 
existence to anything that she consid- 
ers as error. 


“The members of the conference, faced 
with these two divergent positions, ex- 
press their conviction that it is ex- 
ceedingly desirable that the Roman 
Catholic Church take a clear stand in 
this matter. It is of particular impor- 
tance that she should define her atti- 
tude with respect to the article on re- 
ligious freedom in the Universal Dec- 
laration of Human Rights. 


“They would point out that wherever 
the relations between the Christian 
confessions are inspired with the spir- 
it of mutual respect and freedom, 
whether it be in lands which have a 
Protestant majority or a Catholic one, 
they have borne spiritual fruit of value 
for the majority as well as for the min- 
ority. They hope that relations of this 
kind may grow up in the Latin coun- 
tries, and that they. may attain that 
level of mutual respect which is possi- 
ble between brothers in the faith, 
though they be separated from one an- 
other. They pray that the Lord of the 
church may guide all his followers to- 
ward a recognition of the requirements 
of religious freedom based on truth 
and love.” 
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Approval of Spain? 


HE EXPECTED ANNOUNCE- 

MENT of the appointment of an 
American Ambassador to Franco Spain 
came last December, when President 
Truman announced the nomination of 
Stanton Griffis, former United States 
Ambassador to Argentina. Griffis will 
be the first U. S. Ambassador to set 
foot in Madrid in five years. 


President Truman insisted at a press 
conference last December 28, that this 
nomination does not represent a 
change of policy with respect to Spain. 
He recalled that he had told reporters 
some time ago the Administration had 
been deliberating the move ever since 
Dean Acheson had informed the Sen- 
ate in January, 1950, it was being con- 
templated. President Truman declar- 
ed that the exchange of ambassadors 
with Spain “made a little more order- 
ly way of doing business.” 


The official Spanish press continues 
to present its acceptance in the United 
Nations as a “Spanish Victory,” and as 
proof that all the time “Spain was 
right.” The Falange party newspaper 
Arriba stated last November 5, as 
quoted by the N. Y. Times of No- 
vember 6, that “even Spain’s enemies 
in the United Nations had said that 
‘Nothing has changed, while it has 
been the United Nations that has had 
to change its position to pass . . . the 
resolution.’ ” 


Another hurdle has been passed. 
The Administration has granted off- 
cial recognition to Franco Spain. Will 
it follow the same pattern with re- 
gard to the vacancy of official repre- 
sentation at the Vatican? 
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Who will rule Jerusalem? 


The Gathering Storm’

[The Internationalization of Jerusalem has long been an item of primary concern in 
diplomatic circles. The Vatican is strong in its demand to participate in the ruling of 
the Holy City. Last December 12, a resolution composed by the United States, Britain 
and Uruguay was presented as an amendment to an earlier motion submitted by 
Sweden, recommending, among other things, United Nations’ control over the holy 
places and the appointment of a United Nations’ representative to report back to its 


General Assembly. 


Dr. Bradbury toured the Holy Lands last year, and this report is from his personal 


observation. ] 


JHE WORLD at present is in 
the vortex of threatening 
events. The signs are porten- 

tous. We move toward climax. The 
historical future appears as threaten- 
ing as it is unpredictable. Mankind has 
lived so long in ‘‘crisis” that it tires of 
the word; it is so used to tension that 
the chief question is, “What next?” 
At this moment, the answer must be 
—"“Jerusalem.” 


To the student of prophetic Scrip- 
ture, this is significant. This applies to 
Jews and Gentiles, as well as to Chris- 
tians. Today, Bible-believing Chris- 
tians are by no means the only ones to 
be found wondering about the pro-

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phetic importance of historical trends. 
In my recent travels abroad, I talke 
with many who, without any promp 
ing, asked me whether recent ever 
had anything to do with Biblical stat 
ment. Such questions are in the ming 
of thoughtful people. The renaissang 
of Israel after nineteen centuries @ 
obloquy and distress compels revié 
of such unique and unprecedented h 
torical revival. 

That is one reason why the Unit 
Nations is attempting to deal with @ 
phenomenon of Israel as a state. It 
a condition which has enough pote 
tial in it to change quite a large af 
of the world. Israel, in a few yea 
holds promise of becoming a reforn 
tive power throughout the Mid 
East. The new state is not so mu@ 
concerned with territorial aggrandizt 
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ment as with the social and economic 
development of a vast hinterland with 
which it is interdependent. What this 
will mean to the Arab kingdoms which 
are notoriously backward and reaction- 
aty explains a great deal as to why 
their rulers have made such stupen- 
dous efforts to exterminate Israel. That 
they failed in their purpose does not 
remove their desire. But a victorious 
Israel, growing steadily stronger, is 
a sort of “handwriting on the wall” 
for them. The fellahin, who are vir- 
tual slaves, are restless and envious. It 
does not mean that they have affection 
for Israeli, but when they see what the 
despised former ghetto-dwellers can 
do with the desert, the injustice of 
their own repression will move them 
as elsewhere in the world the op- 
pressed have been stirred. 


JERUSALEM THE KEY 


It will be seen, therefore, that Israel 
is destined to have an important role 


in the future. The new state cannot be 
treated as a vassal or charge of United 
Nations, for it is inevitable that the 
Israeli will not have it so. The dignity 
of little Israel is certain to be cherished 
as is that of any other nation. There 
are some things the State of Israel will 
not accept, if attempt is made to im- 
pose them from without. 

One of these is the internationaliza- 
tion of Jerusalem. The sudden broach- 
ing of this dangerous question in the 
General Assembly of United Nations 
recently indicates a sort of emer- 
gency for the nations. Two great feud- 
alistic systems are involved. Both are 
now an intricate part of United Na- 
tions. They are the Arab world and the 
Vatican. This is further complicated 
by the interest of Soviet Russia on be- 
half of the Slavic Orthodox Church. 
It adds another totalitarian element. 
Each employs the same methods, but 
each has a different end in view.

If the Arab world could control 
Jerusalem and Palestine permanently, 
not only would there be a rich income 
for Arab rulers from Christian and 
Jewish tourists, but the Arab aristo- 
crats would gain in prestige and con- 
tinue their monopoly of power where 
they have it. 

If the Vatican could get control over 
Jerusalem, this acquired prestige 
would offset some of the losses sus- 
tained by the Roman church in Eastern 
Europe, the Balkans, and Russia. In 
addition, it would then be possible to 
make Jerusalem a great center for Ro- 
man Catholicism in the Near East, 
with considerable revenues received 
from exploitation of the “Holy 
Places.” Besides, it would furnish a 
bridgehead for reconquest of all By- 
zantine Christendom, with its tremen- 
dous prestige over a vast area for cen- 
turies virtually lost to Rome. 

If the Soviets could get a foothold 
in Jerusalem, it would solve some se- 
rious Russian problems. The interna- 
tionalization of the city by United Na- 
tions would require a territorial sov- 
ereignty supported by an internation- 
al armed force, of which Russia would 
gain what they have been unsuccess- 
fully trying for ever since the end of 
the war, viz., a foothold in the Near 
East. Additionally, the Sovietized 
Orthodox Church would channel the 
religious zeal of its people to the Holy 
Land and its Orthodox institutions. 


Thus the city of Jerusalem is today 
the objective of international intrigue. 
Behind the scenes, political move- 
ments and pressures of an intense na- 
ture are in evidence. If the United Na- 
tions’ decision is at last implemented 
—although that is difficult to forecast 
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because of clashing interests—it is 
quite certain that Jerusalem will be. 
come a second Rome, that the so-called 
“City of Peace” will become a city di 
vided with diplomacies and cross- cur 
rent ambitions and its social life churn 
ed with suspicion, antagonism, and 
bitterness. 
“HOLY PLACES” 
NOT THE REAL ISSUE 

We must not be deceived by pub 
licity regarding the “Holy Places.” The 
impression has been created by a pre 
judiced and unfavorable publicity that 
the “Holy Places” are in danger of 
desecration. This is sheer propaganda 
Its purpose is to swing the sympathies 
of Christian people throughout the}? 
world behind the plan to internation 
alize Jerusalem. The “Holy Places’} t 
are not in danger. I have already stat J 
ed that they are all but one in Jordan 
controlled territory. The Moslems 
have had them for centuries. It is not 
to their interest to desecrate or destroy 
them. These shrines and church builé 
ings are medieval structures. They aft 
a source of lucrative returns obtained 
from gullible Christian pilgrims. The 
Moslems have no intention to surret 
der them, as we can quite well under 
stand. And does anyone suppose that, 
if the Israeli ultimately get them, the 
are likely to cut off a rich source of i 
come, not to speak of the alienation 
of Christian world sentiment whid 
they wisely are anxious to cultivate? 

It is quite apparent, therefore, 
the “Holy Places” do not provide 
real issue. It is true, of course, 
there are some restrictions regar 
access to them. But these are not 
posed by Israel, but by Jordan. No of 
entering Jordan territory from Isra@ 
is allowed to return to Israel.

Shall it be the Vatican, 
Soviet Russia, King Abdullah of Jor- 
dan, the Arab world, or Israel? But it 
is suggested, perhaps that none of 
these is to exercise this control, since 
we have the United Nations. We ought 
to have no misapprehension regarding 
the U.N. It has more than once reveal- 
ed itself subject to pressure. How else,

governments, almost uniformly in- 
structed to vote—as did the United 
States delegation—against the resolu- 
tion to internationalize Jerusalem, to 
reverse themselves except that they 
were subjected to pressure from: a cer- 
tain source? And since the required 
two-thirds vote was secured, the reso- 
lution was supported by the Soviet 
delegates for obvious reasons. They 
would know all about the pressure and 
had no intention of being without a 
cut of the Jerusalem pie.

be little more than a football in the 
game of international intrigue. The 
conflicting interests involved make 
this certain. Jerusalem will know no 
peace under such conditions. 


Some facts are quite obvious in the 
situation. King Abdullah of Jordan 
is determined to hold the “Old City.” 
He has declared that internationaliza- 
tion can only be accomplished ‘‘over 
his dead body.” If this little king—he 
has only about 300,000 subjects in his 
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kingdom—has to give up his “con- 
quest,” he will soon decline to nothing 
and his legionnaires will be dispirited 
and useless. But can he keep the “Old 
City?” That is his greatest problem. 
Its medieval and unhealthy dwellings 
are crowded with about 20,000 Arab 
refugees — hungry, clamant, disillu- 
sioned men and women who want no- 
thing so much as food and peace. 


Israel knows Abdullah’s fix and is 
quite content to sit it out. They pro- 
fess not much interest in the “Old 
City” in its present condition. They 
have problems galore in the “New 
City’”” with its 100,000 people. There 
is a steady influx of immigrants who 
need to be absorbed socially and eco- 
nomically. The kind that go to Jeru- 
salem are the cultured and technically 
trained. Hitherto, the city has not been 
a great commercial center, but enter- 
prise is changing that. Mayor Daniel 
Auster informed me of plans to make 
Jerusalem a cultural, educational, mu- 
sical, dramatic, and Biblical center for 
the world. A large order, but this kind- 
ly, pleasant man is wide awake to all 
possible developments of his beloved 
people. In answer to my remark that 
he sounded as though he had been 
reading the Hebrew prophets of the 


Old Testament, he said, with a twin- 
kle in his eyes: ‘Oh yes, indeed! And 
are we not seeing them come to pass? 
Besides, I not only read the Bible, but 
a great many books you Christians 
write.” 


It is certainly unbelievable that the 
Jews will finally surrender Jerusalem 
to the United Nations or to anyone 
else. The most important factor is that 
they are already there. There, because 
thousands of Jerusalem Jews died de. 
fending their homes—not soldiers, re 
member. They gaze mournfully on 
Mount Zion, won from the Arabs by 
the sacrifice of hundreds of their brave 
young men and yielded now temporar 
ily as the armistice no man’s land 
They look at Mount Scopus, on which 
stand the University and the Hadassah 
Hospital—also in no man’s land and 
occupied by a skeleton crew—and they 
have decided they have conceded 
enough. The memory of their faithful 
dead causes them to repeat with new 
significance the plaintive cry of wand 
ering Jews through two thousand five 
hundred years: “If I forget thee, 0 
Jerusalem, let my right hand forget 
her cunning.” It will be impossible to 
dispossess the victors now without the 
shedding of blood.

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A Catholic for President?

&aWe Of course!’’ so states an arti- 
1G. cle of the same title in The 
Catholic World of last November, 
1950. Written by experienced journal- 
ist, A. R. Pinci, the article attempts 
to prove the possibility, and even 
probability, of a successful Roman 
Catholic dark horse in the next presi- 
dential election: 

“Needless to say, whatever may 
happen that voters won't like will be 
charged against President Truman, 
who wants another term. A combina- 
tion of circumstances appears propi- 
tious for the proverbial dark horse, 
so that we may witness a repetition 
of the ‘impossible’ as achieved in 1940 
by Wendell L. Willkie and his hand- 
ful of indomitable sponsors. The dark 
horse can be a Catholic and win.” 
WHAT ABOUT THE RECORD? 

On November 10, 1889, Archbish- 
op Ireland of St. Paul, Minnesota, 
stated at the Roman Catholic Congress 
of Baltimore: “Our work is to make 
America Catholic.” Since that time, 
the Roman Catholic American hier- 
achy has not relaxed one instant in 
its avowed aim. A Roman Catholic 
America would necessitate an Ameri- 
can Roman Catholic president. 

Working on the tried principles of 
"United we stand; divided we fall,” 
and “Divide and conquer,” the Amer- 
kan Roman Catholic hierarchy made 
its first move. in 1919 when it com- 
bined all Roman Catholic religious

and lay societies, such as Holy Name 
Societies, Confraternities of Christian 
Doctrine, St. Vincent de Paul, Propa- 
gation of the Faith, Catholic Daugh- 
ters of America, Knights of Colum- 
bus, Catholic Foresters, etc., into one 
united organization named the Amer- 
ican Federation of Catholic Societies. 
The purpose of this organization was 
to promote Roman Catholic religious, 
civic, and social interests; to foster 
Roman Catholic education; to spread 
a knowledge of Roman Catholic doc- 
trine and principles; and to combat 
heresy and schism. Each organization 
was to play its role in the great de- 
sign to make America Roman Cath- 
olic. 

However, this Federation did not 
accomplish what it was set to do, so 
it was incorporated in 1921 into the 
Lay Department of societies of the 
National Catholic Welfare Council,

with headquarters in Washington, ~ 
D.C. In this way the Federation 
was consolidated under the direct 
supervision of the American Roman 
Catholic hierarchy, which, in turn, 
receives orders directly from the 
Vatican. Thus organizational unity 
in America was achieved, and one 
of the set principles of universal Ro- 
man Catholic political and ecclesias- 
tical practice was put into action. 
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Writing of the N.C.W.C., Theodore 
Roemer says: “It promotes unity of 
action and cooperation among laymen 
in matters that affect the general wel- 
fare of the church and nation.’* In 
addition, through its department of 
Catholic Action Study, the N.C.W.C. 
“examines pronouncements of popes, 
searches for methods of application 
used in other parts of the world, and 
endeavors to apply them to our coun- 
try’* and blue-prints the plans “for ac- 
tivities to bring the (Roman Catholic) 
Church in the United States in closer 
touch with the objectives of the Uni- 
versal Church . . . to effect better uni- 
fication among classes of Catholics in 
our country.’”® 

One of the first real tests of the 
power of the organized Roman Catho- 
lic bloc was in the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1928, when Roman Catholic 
Alfred E. Smith was defeated by 
Quaker Herbert Hoover. Many would 
have us believe it was because of Gov- 
ernor Smith’s religious affiliation that 
he was defeated, but author Pinci ad- 
mits many of his coreligionists voted 
against him. Lack of support of Al 
Smith was most evident among the 
people belonging to Roman Catholic 
national churches, who because of na- 
tionality prejudice voted according to 
party affiliation and not as a solid 
religious bloc. 


“Candidate Smith polled 15,016,443 
votes; only 745,398 fewer than Hoover 
scored against F.D.R. four years after- 
ward. The comparison is indelible proof 
that defeat wasn’t due to Al’s religion.” 
“In 1928 there were about 19,000,000 
Catholics. As Catholics have the largest 
number of children, estimated at 3.7

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per family, and like the Jews an un- 

usual fringe of aged relatives, it ap- 

pears, after subtracting minors, the 
sick, the very old and non-citizens, and 
assuming no slackers, that less than 

4,000,000 Catholics voted that year, 

And not all for nominee Smith.” 

“In fact, in New York City, the Smith 

as well as Democratic stronghold, many 

coreligionists voted against him. Along 

California’s ‘mission belt’ I learned 

that innumerable local Catholics shifted 

to Hoover. Were there a million anti- 

Smith Catholics? No one can know for 

sure but it isn’t improbable. Be that as 

it may, Alfred E. Smith altogether 
polled about 3,000,000 Catholic votes, 

meaning that he was supported by 12, 

000,000 non-Catholics, or four times 

as many non-Catholics as Catholics, 

That dismisses the ‘anti-Catholic buga- 

boo’ as certain professional sectarians 

try to propagate it.” 

Another reason for the defeat of 
Al Smith, despite the propaganda of 
religious intolerance, was because he 
could not convince the voters that he 
would not be divided in his allegiance 
to the State and to his church. Mr 
Smith often campaigned that he be 
lieved in the American doctrine of 
absolute separation of Church and 
State, a statement which became 
known in Roman Catholic circles as 
“Smith’s Creed.” But he could not be 
sufficiently convincing. This is under 
standable when we remember that 4 
short three years later, Pope Pius XI, 
in his encyclical Casti Connubii, stren 
uously repudiated the “absolute sepa 
ration” creed of Al Smith, and de 
manded “union and association’”’ be 
tween Church and State. He also 
stressed such a union as the ultimate 
goal for American Roman Catholics. 


‘We earnestly exhort in the Lord all 
those who hold the reins of power that 
they establish and maintain firmly 
harmony and friendship with thi 
Church of Christ so that through the 
united activity and energy of both 
powers the tremendous evils, fruits o 
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those wanton liberties which assail both 
miarriage and the family and are a men- 
ace to both Church and State, may be 
effectively frustrated. 

“Governments can assist the church 
greatly in the execution of its important 
office if in laying down their ordinances 
they take account of what is prescribed 
by divine and ecclesiastical law, and its 
penalties are fixed for offenders .. . 
There will be no peril or lessening of 
the rights and integrity of the State 
from its association with the Church. 
Such suspicion and fear is empty and 
groundless as Leo XIII has already so 
clearly set forth.” 


Then making the words of Leo 


XIII his own, Pius XI continued: 

“It is in the interest of everybody that 
there be harmonious relationship be- 
tween Church and State, and . . . if the 
civil power combines in a friendly man- 
ner with the spiritual powers of the 
Church, it necessarily follows that both 
parties will greatly benefit.” 

“The dignity of the State will-be en- 
hanced and with religion as its guide 
there will never be a rule that is not 
just; while for the Church there will 
be a safeguard and defense which will 
operate to the public good of the faith- 
ful.”’ 

“The [Vatican-Mussolini] pact might 
well be a striking example to all of how 
even in this our day, in which, sad to 
say, the absolute separation of the civil 
power from the church and indeed 
from every religion is so often taught, 
the one supreme authority can be united 
and associated with the other.” 


With the striking defeat of Al 
Smith the National Catholic Welfare 
Council underwent a complete over- 
hauling. Using all the means at her 
disposal for propaganda purposes, the 
N.C.W.C. began a campaign for uni- 
ly of all Roman Catholic societies and 
people, reminding them of their fore- 
most allegiance to the Church. Then 
itembarked upon an education cam- 
paign for Protestants, to hoodwink 
them into believing that the Roman 
Gtholic Church is the teacher of all 
tations, the main and only bulwark 
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against Communism, the champion of 
labor, of decency and democracy. All 
this was done with the final goal in 
mind—the goal of an Roman Catho- 
lic United States of America. 


ANOTHER TIME—WOULD THERE BE 
A SOLID RELIGIOUS BLOC? 


It would take another presidential 
election with a Roman Catholic candi- 
date to determine the success of the 
recent National Catholic Welfare 
Council’s program. In all probability 
the American Roman Catholic hier- 
archy would welcome such a show- 


down in the not too far distant future. 
“To begin with, it is logical,” says Mr. 
Pinci, “to presume that in a country of 
nearly 28,000,000 Catholics—roughly, 
one-fifth of, the total , spulation, more 
than twice the number of Baptists, 
more than thrice the number of Meth- 
odists, and more than five times the re- 
ported combined membership of Pres- 
byterian and Protestant communicants 
—not one is worthy of being President 
of the United States, but that members 
of innumerable tiny sects, are? And by 
whose say-so? By an unofficial and un- 
derground oligarchy?” 


Here Mr. Pinci displays the same 
erroneous logic as his ecclesiastical 
Statisticians, by representing the Ro- 
man Catholic Church to the American 
public as one great harmonious whole, 
in complete unity on all issues of in- 
dividual and collective thought. On 
the other hand, they represent the 
Protestant Church as many tiny sects, 
constantly quarrelling among them- 
selves, and always disunited. 

But let us suppose that the actual 
test came for the N.C.W.C. and there 
was a Roman Catholic presidential 
candidate. What would be the average 
American Roman Catholic’s duty. to- 
ward his fellow religionist according 
to official Roman Catholic sources? 

The average Roman Catholic voter 
would be reminded from his Church 
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pulpit, and the N.C.W.C. propagan- 
da machine, that as a true soldier of 
Jesus Christ and of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church through the sacrament of 
confirmation, it would be a mortal sin 
not to vote according to the best in- 
terests of the Roman Catholic Church. 
Pope Leo XIII instructed as follows: 
“First and foremost it is the duty 
of all Catholics worthy of the name 
and wishful to be known as most 
loving children of the Church, to 
reject without swerving whatever is 
inconsistent with so fair a title; to 
make use of popular institutions ... 
to endeavor to bring back all civil 
society to the pattern and form of 

Christianity which We have de- 

scribed.” 

But the best way “to make use of 
popular institutions” is not left to the 
individual Roman Catholic to deter- 
mine. Instead he must “follow the 
guidance of the Apostolic See as rule 
of life, and obey the bishops whom 
the Holy Ghost has placed to rule the 
Church of God.”* 

Nor is it left to individual Roman 
Catholic imagination what would be 
pleasing or unpleasing to his Church. 
The following quotations are from an 
official Roman Catholic book, “Brief 
and Simple Explanation of the Cath- 
olic Catechism, by R. P. Angel Maria 
de Arcos, S. J., p. 404: 


QUESTION: Is every Liberal government 
hostile to the Church? 


ANSWER: Evidently, since whoever is 
not with Christ is against Him. 


QUESTION: How do those sin who, with 
their vote or influence, help the 
triumph of a candidate hostile to the 
Church?

If the State has the right to 
punish treason with death, the principle 
is the same that conceded to the spir- 
itual authority the power of capital pun- 
ishment over the arch-traitor to truth 
and Divine revelation ... A perfect 
society has the right to its existence. . . 
and the power of capital punishment is 
acknowledged for a perfect society .. . 
Now, the Catholic Church is a perfect 
society, and as such has the right and 
power to take means to safeguard its 
existence.’’® 


Mr. Candidate: What is your attitude 
toward the American principle of freedom 
of worship, as outlined in our Bill of 
Rights? What is your answer to the fol- 
lowing statement of one of your foremost 
Roman Catholic spokesmen and the of- 
ficial Roman Catholic conduct in the 
Roman Catholic dominated countries: 


“. . . The Catholic Church is the only 
organization authorized by God to teach 
religious truth and to conduct public re- 
ligious preeiene s Consequently, they (the 


Roman Catholics) hold that any creed 
which differs from that of the Catholic 
Church is erroneous, and that any re- 
ligious organization which is separated 
from the Catholic Church lacks the ap- 
proval and authorization of God. The 
very existence of any other church is 
one to the command of Christ that 
all men should join His one church. 


“From this it follows that, as far as 
God’s law is concerned, no one has a 
real right to accept any religion save the 
Catholic Church, or to practice any form 
of divine worship save that commanded 
or sanctioned by the Catholic Church ... 
Logically, then, Catholics hold that no 
one has a genuine right, as far cs God’s 
law is concerned to profess any religion 
except the Catholic religion. 


“. . . It was in accord with this princi- 
ple that Pope Pius IX, in his syllabus 
of 1864, condemned the proposition; 
‘Every man is free to embrace and to 
profess that religion which, guided by

Mr. Candidate: Wilk you kindly elabo 
rate for us your belief in freedom of the 
press as outlined and provided for in our 
Bill of Rights? If, as a true American, 
you uphold freedom of press, what is 
your explanation as a practicing Roman 
Catholic of the following papal attitude 
toward it: 


... “the liberty of thinking and of pub 
lishing whatsoever each one likes, with 
out any hindrance, is not in itself ag 
advantage over which society can wisely 
rejoice. On the contrary, it is the foun 
tain head and origin of many evils.”# 


Mr. Candidate: America has alway 
stood firmly for its principle of separation 
of church and state. It feels the chureb 
should not interfer in state affairs, and 
conversely that the state should not ip 
trude into the affairs of the church. But, 
as a Roman Catholic, who has pledged 
his allegiance to his church, how do you 
feel about the following official Roma 
Catholic pronouncement? 


“To exclude the Church, founded 
God himself, from the business of life 
from the power of making laws, from 
the training of youth, from domestic 
society, is a. grave and fatal error. 


Mr. Candidate: What is your explane 
tion for the following papal judgment, 
and how would this attitude affect yor 
governing of America? : 


“When kingdom and priesthood are #

Mr. Candidate: A final question. Ho 
do you feel about American education? 
There has been considerable controvery 
of late regarding this, and your ow 
Cardinal Spellman has been very vocife 
ous and vicious in his attitude and attach 
upon those standing firm in their belié dea 
that no federal support should be grantel 
to privately owned and operated school obe:

to the Church or conveying injunc- 
tions adverse to the duty imposed 
by religion, or if they violate in the 
person of the Supreme Pontiff the 
authority of Jesus Christ, then truly, 
to resist becomes a positive duty, to 
obey, a crime.” 


When a Roman Catholic candidate 
attempts to answer these questions, he 
should not use the Jesuit subterfuge 
of crying that these questions are un- 
fair and a part of a campaign of bigo- 
try, any more than a series of ques- 
tions on his attitude toward the Taft- 
Hartley Labor Law, or the Excess 
Profit Tax. We believe when these 
questions are presented to a Roman 
Catholic candidate, if he is a sincere 
Roman Catholic as well as a. sincere 
American, he will be surprised to 
learn the official attitude of his Church 
toward the cherished American free- 
doms. We believe he will either have 
to reaffirm his position as a true Amer- 
ican who believes in the American 
constitution and democratic principles, 
or as a true Roman Catholic who 
must follow without question the of- 
ficial teachings of his Church. 


Pope Leo XIII said, about every 
Roman Catholic: 


“If in difficult times in which our lot 
is cast, Catholics will give ear to Us, 
as it behooves them to do, they will 
readily see what are the duties of each 
one in matters of opinion as well as 
action. 


“As regards opinion, whatever the 
Roman Pontiffs have hitherto taught, 
or shall hereafter teach, must be held 
with a firm grasp of mind, and so often 
as occasion requires, must be openly 
professed. 


“Especially with reference to the so- 
called ‘Liberties’ which are so greatly 
coveted in these days, all must stand 
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by the judgment of the Apostolic See, 
and have the same mind.’’1+ 


‘‘A Papal Encyclical invariably demands 
from Catholics, first respect, in view of 
the source from which it emanates; and 
next absolute obedience . . . Hence the 
genuine Roman Catholic at once yields 
respect and obedience.”*® 


In view of these official Roman 
Catholic quotations, it is difficult to 
see how a devout Roman Catholic 
candidate could say he could be faith- 
ful both to the American democratic 
principles and also to his Roman 
Catholic faith. For he is first a subject 
of the Roman Church, as the following 
quotation of Rev. D. S. Phelan, of St. 
Louis, who was former dean of the 
Papal editors in America will show: 


“And why is it the Church is strong; 
why is it everybody is afraid of the 
Catholic Church? And the American 
people are more afraid of her than any 
people in the world. Why are they afraid 
of the Catholic Church? They know 
what the Catholic Church means. It 
means all the Catholics of the world; 
not of one country, or two countries, 
but all the countries of the world. And 
it means more than that: It means that 
the Catholics of the world love the 
Church more than anything else; that 
the Catholics of the world love the 
Church more than they do their own gov- 
ernments, more than they do their own 
nation, more than they do their own 
poopie, more than they do their own 
ortune, more than they do their own 
selves. We of the Catholic Church are 
all ready to go to the death for the 
Church. Under God, she is the supreme 
object of our worship. 


“Tell us that we think more of the 
Church than we do of the United States; 
of course we do. Tell us we are Catho- 
lics first and Americans or Englishmen

HO IS a God like unto thee, 
that pardoneth iniquity, and 
passeth by the transgression

Turn 
where you will in the Bible, you will 
find a God eager to forgive, and for- 
giveness an inestimable boon. 


The Content of the Divine Forgiveness 


We are in danger of having inade- 
quate thoughts concerning the con- 
tent of the divine forgiveness, seeing 
no farther than the remission of pen- 
alty. Now the fact is that while for- 
giveness does not necessarily stay the 
natural consequences of sin, it goes 
far beyond the cancellation of penal- 
ty. For instance, a man’s sin may have 
induced physical breakdown which the 
divine pardon may not immediately, 
nor wholly, counteract, but the ultim- 
ate and eternal penalty of his sin will 
be cancelled, and the grace of God 
will heap upon him unspeakable posi- 
tive blessings beside. The whole con- 
tent of the divine forgiveness can be 
summed up in one word—testoration. 

When Absalom had-his brother An- 
non murdered, he fled to Geshur to 
escape retributive justice. After three 
years Joab secured for the culprit the 
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king’s pardon, so that he returned to 
Jerusalem. “And the king said, let 
him turn to his own house, and let 
him not see my face . . . So Absalom 
dwelt two full years in Jerusalem, 
and saw not the king’s face.” In this 
case what David granted was simply 
a decree of immunity. It was no true 
pardon. 


But now we turn to our Lord’s own 
picture of pardon, already referred to 
—the Prodigal Son. If ever a young 
fellow deserved to be cut off from 
paternal favor, he did. But here he 
comes, broken and disillusioned, from 
the far country, prepared to accept the 
meanest place on the farm if only he 
can earn a clean crust of bread. His 
father could have said: ““You have dis- 
graced both yourself and me; you have 
squandered your patrimony, and have 
no more claim on me; go and wallow 
in your own filth until the worms 
claim your vile carcass.” But that 
would have been no picture of God. 
Again, he might have said: ‘Well, I 
shall not abandon you to your helpless- 
ness, much as you deserve to reap the 
fruit of your own doings; but you can- 
not expect to resume your former place 
as a son of the household; rather I 
shall accede to your request for a job, 
and you may work as a day-laborer 
under the direction of your elder 
brother.” But neither would that have 
presented the divine forgiveness. In- 
stead we read: “But when he was yet a 
great way off, his father saw him, and 
had compassion, and ran, and fell-on 
his neck, and kissed him.” Nor would 
he allow the poor wastrel to finish his 
prepared speech, but hastily turned to 
the servants with urgent commands: 
“Bring forth the best robe, and put it 
on him; and put a ring on. his hand, 
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and shoes on his feet: and bring hiqSct 
er the fatted calf, and kill it; and ip 
us eat, and be merry, for this my s@ th 
was dead, and is alive again; he 
lost, and is found.” 

Notice, there are no recriminatic 
no rehearsing of the boy’s misdemeai 
ors, no beratings for his folly, no 
tracting of promises, no threatening 
against future delinquency, no prob 
tionary measures instituted, no 
tempts to make the lad ‘‘feel his pow 
tion,” no suggestion that he shou 
consider himself fortunate that jg? 
was not turned out to fend for higg’s’ 
self. Instead, there is immediate ang” 
complete restoration to paternal favaye?*

dispute his right. That is the divi 
forgiveness—restoration to full fa 
without restriction or modificati¢ 
such as we so often attach to our f 
giveness. With God there is no sud 
saying as, “I'll forgive, but I can new 
er forget.” When God forgives, Ha 
declares, “I will remember them ng 
more for ever.” With God there 
no such attitude as, “I'll forgive, bug 
I can never have the same confidence 
His forgiveness brings us into a plat 
of trust more responsible and mor 
honorable than this world knows.

The Coverage of the Divine Forgiveness 


We have all heard of insurance pe 
icies with full coverage.

these sacraments draw their efficacy 
from the sacrifice of Christ. The Bible 
knows no such distinctions. For pur- 
poses of redemption, all sin is in one 
category: sin is sin. 

There is, indeed, such a thing as 
original sin, although the Bible does 
not use that phrase. Theologians may 
differ as to the definition of original 
sin, some stressing the guilt which we 
inherit from Adam, others bearing 
down exclusively on the fallen nature 
with which we are born; but whatever 
the difference in definition, original 
sin is covered in common with all oth- 
er sin by the one divine forgiveness. 

As for the distinction between mor- 
tal sin and venial sin, the Bible knows 
nothing of it. That is an artificial in- 
vention, necessitated by the Arminian- 
ism of Roman doctrine, which is de- 
void of the once-for-all salvation so 
clearly taught in Scripture. Since mak- 
ing every sin a cause of damnation 
would create an intolerable situation, 
sin must be divided into two classes, 
the lesser sins which do not lose sal- 
vation, and the greater sins which rob 
the soul of its state of grace. 

The Bible distinction is not between 
sin and sin, but rather in the spheres 
in which forgiveness is exercised. The 
sinner who comes to God in the faith 
of the Lord Jesus receives a pardon 
which covers all sin, original and per- 
sonal, past, present, and future. He 
is restored to the divine favor, from 
which he will never fall; he is brought 
into a relation of sonship which will 
never be cancelled. Thereafter for- 
giveness is not for restoring a lost 
salvation, but for renewing a disturb- 
ed fellowship. God is now dealing 
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with us as with sons, chastening, dis- 
ciplining, perfecting us. Only those 
who do not know God's dealings 
“within the family” will be afraid 
that a once-for-all pardon would in- 
duce carelessness. “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness.” That great state- 
ment is not a promise of forgiveness 
with a view to salvation, but of for- 
giveness within salvation, for the pres- 
ervation of fellowship. God’s way is 
not: I shall forgive you this time, but 
if you do it again you will be lost 
again. Rather God's way is: I forgive 
you all, and will chasten you, so that 
you will not be condemned with the 
world.

The Cost of the Divine Forgiveness 


The divine forgiveness is a costly 
thing. God's love is holy, so its every 
expression must be holy. Forgiveness 
must be fully satisfactory to holiness. 
It must satisfy God’s utter revulsion 
to sin. There must be nothing in the 
divine forgiveness which would sug- 
gest a weak view of sin, a mere over- 
looking of sin. Only as sin is com- 
pletely judged can it be completely 
forgiven. Is this a dilemma? Not to 
eternal love. Love itself will bear the 
burden, endure the stroke, receive the 
penalty, satisfy holiness, and open the 
flood-gates of mercy, offering freely 
to sinners a full pardon, a complete 
recovery, a perfect reconciliation. 
That is the meaning of Calvary. “Be- 
hold the Lamb of God, that taketh 
away the sin of the world.” “The 
Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of

We 
ist forgive all who have wronged 
§, we must become very religious and 
ibmit to many religious rites, we 
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must show ourselves worthy of for- 
giveness. 

Neither one of these represents the 
truth. The legalism which seeks to 
merit forgiveness understands neither 
the natureof forgiveness nor the grace 
of God. Pardon is for the guilty, the 
unworthy, the rebel, and God neither 
waits for a demonstration of reform 
nor extracts guarantees from men who 
have no power in themselves to change 
their character. 

On the other hand, there must, in 
the very nature of the case, be some 
condition of pardon. For all the love 
of God, and for all the completeness 
of Christ’s sacrifice, God cannot bring 
into full favor, and into the standing 
of sons, those who cleave to their sin. 
God cannot forgive men who have no 
desire to be forgiven, no longing to be 
emancipated. And “it is not only that 
God cannot pardon the man who in- 
tends to remain at his old level; such 
a man cannot take pardon.” Repent- 
ance is as necessary to man’s ability 
to receive pardon as it is to God’s 
power to bestow it. Until a man first 
owns his sin, and then disowns it, 
acknowledges it and renounces it, for- 
giveness remains a moral impossibil- 
ity. This might not be so if forgiveness 
were no more than remission of arbi- 
trary punishment. A naughty child 
may coax an indulgent parent to with- 
hold the rod, without any intention of 
improving his behavior, but not until 
a man has come to a sufficient abhor- 

rence of his sin to desire its destruc- 
tion is he ready for a forgiveness 
which means fellowship with a holy 
God in the bonds of an everlasting 
sonship. 

The other side of the condition of 
forgiveness is faith. The relation of

Of course, you can imagine that the 
priest was putting in his words from 
time to time, but Nzeka just went 
smoothly on—he had asked to say a 
few words and he was saying them.
